DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Since this application is eligible for the transitional procedure of 37 CFR 1 .129(a), and 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(r) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
is hereby withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.129(a). Applicant's Appeal Brief submission after 
final filed on 4/6/2009 has been entered. 

2. In light of newly found prior art, a new rejection of the claims is set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-6, 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO/0238643, the equivalent of which, Arcurio et al. (US Pat. 6,723,820), is used herein. 

Arcurio discloses a polyurethane prepolymer, comprising a diisocyanate component and 
a diol component. The diol component comprises a first diol and a polymeric diol. The 
polyurethane prepolymer contains a -NCO to -OH ratio of less than 2 (see col. 2, In. 53-64), 
which reads on the presently claimed range. The first diols include low molecular weight 
aliphatic diols, such as pentanediol. The polymeric diols include polycaprolactone diols (see col. 

5. In. 30-67). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Arcurio et al. as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Watson (US Pat. 4,264,752). 

Arcurio is as set forth in claim 1 above and incorporated herein. 
Arcurio does not teach the use of the polyhydric material to be polyoxyhexylene 
carbonate diol. 

Watson teaches a polyurethane prepared from an alkylene glycol carbonate or a 
polyoxyalkylene glycol carbonate formed from hexylene glycol or propylene glycol (see 
paragraph bridging col. 1-2). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, to have 
employed polyoxyhexylene carbonate diol, as taught by Watson, in the invention of Arcurio, for 
the purpose of enhancing tensile strength of the composition.
